It 
overcomes the flushedappear­ 
ance of heat, fatigue ana ex­ 
citement. It makes a lady of 
THIRTY appear but TWEN­ 
TY ; and so natural, gradual, 
and perfect are its effects, 
that it is impossible to detect 
its application. 


W a sh in g to n , Dec, inber 2Gth.—General 
John A. Logan died at three m inutes before 
3 o’clock this afternoon. H is death, which 
came w ith startling suddenness to his fam­ 
ily and friends, had not been unexpected 
by his physicians for some days. The 
lurking tendency to brain complication 
which bad been present in greater or less 
degree and constantly increasing in sever­ 
ity during his entire illness, had prepared 
them to expect the w o»t. The racking 
pains which he sutfered during the early 
days of his illness, yielded to treatment, 
but left him in a weak and exhausted con­ 
dition, from which he never rallied, and 
upon which the fever prayed with increas­ 
ing violence until the hour of his death. 
After m idnight liis pulse grew weaker and 
weaker, and at 4 o’clock this m orning his 
condition was such as to cause preat fear of 
his immediate death. After this he rallied 
somewhat, and at a consultation, which 
was held at 9 o’clock this morning, his 
pulse was found to be somewhat stronger, 
but his general condition was not such as 
to give any hope of his ultim ate recovery. 
Dr. Baxter relieved Dr. H am ilton at the 
conclusion of the consultation, and contin­ 
ued in constant attendance until the Gen­ 
eral's death. The physicians again met in 
consultation at 1:39 r. st , when it was ap­ 
parent that the patient was rapidly sinking 
and could live fcut a few hours. 
HE RECOGNIZES HIS WIFE. 
. 
A t 2 o’clock the General revived suffi­ 
ciently to recognize his wife, who has been 
at his bedside night and day during his en­ 
tire illness. As she spoke to him he looked 
up into her face, and all who were present 
knew that he recognized her. 
This was 
the last manifestation of consciousness. He 
then wearily closed his eyes and sank 
again into a lethargic sleep, from which he 
never awoke. 
ANXIETY IN ALL QUARTERS. 
W hile the public has been aware for a 
week or more that General Logan was con­ 
fined to his room with rheum atism , many 
even of hi3 most intim ate friends were, as 
late as yesterday afternoon, unsuspicious 
of the serious character of the attack, and 
to the masses the announcem ent in this 
morning's papers that the statesman lay at 
death’s door brought a shock of sorrowful 
surprise. 
All day long carriages of sym pa­ 
thetic callers have occupied the space in 
front of Calumet Place, while hundreds of 
pedestrians in all walks of life hare climbed 
the bill upon which the Logan mansion 
stand*, to ask if it were true that all hope 
was past. 
Among these who thus actively 
expressed their grief and sym pathy were

But this afternoon none ven­ 
tured to express the hope that the sufferer 
would last during the

At live m inutes before 3 o’clock 
Dr. Baxter came out of the sick room and 
said to one who was wailing for intelli­ 
gence : “Simply say he is dying.” Then 
the voice ot prayer at the bedside rose 
above the sobs of the stricken mourners, 
and with its end ended the life of the war- 
rior-statesman.

CONCERNING T H E FU N ER A L.. 
It is stated that the General's body will 
no doubt he taken to Illinois for burial, but 
no definite arrangements for tbe funeral 
will be made until Mrs. Logan, who is 
wholly prostrated, can be consulted. Sena­ 
tor Cuilom, who was at the dying m an’s 
side continuously from last evening, was 
reqm sted to tem porarily take charge of 
matters. He sent at once for the Deputy 
Sergeant-at-Arms of the Senate, who upon 
his arrival, half an hour later, entered upon 
tbe usual prelim inary arrangements for the 
funeral, by sum m oning an undertaker and 
telegraphing to the Sergeant-at-Arms and 
others at a distance. 
5ATC E OF HIS ILLNESS. 
Gen. Login's system was very sensative 
to weather changes of a particular kind, 
and he has often been heard to rem ark, in 
a half jocular way, that he believed he 
could accurately foretell a coming snow­ 
storm. The seeds of his disorder were 
sown during the war, his first attack of 
rheumatism having followed the imm edi­ 
ate end of a twenty-four hours’ march 
through a blinding snow-storm. 
His last 
attack, too, resulted from a brief exposure 
to a snow storm a fortnight ago, and his 
death was preceded by bat a tew minutes 
the beginning of a heavy flurry which, 
though briet, covered the earth with a 
thick carpet of white. 


AMONG THE HUNDRED EXPRESSIONS 
Regarding General lag an 's death, the fol­ 
lowing are selected as showing the place he 
held in the estimation of those with whom 
he associated in his daily public and social 
life ; 
Tue President said he was inexpressibly 
shocked by the news of ¡Senator Losan s 
death. 
From his own limited personal 
acquaintance with him he had formed a 
high opinion of him as a sincere, frank and 
generous man, and his loss would be very 
s -nsibly lelt by h«-sts of personal friends 
throughout the country, who had become 
attsched to him because of bis qualities of 
heart, and by the people at large, whom 
he bad served so well as a Union soldier 
and in the highest branch of the National 
Legislature. 
Congressman Townshend—“ I am over­ 
whelmed with profound grief. General 
Logan was born, grew up and married in 
my district. 
He was my predecessor in 
CoDgress. I don’t suppose there is a hum an 
being 
íd southern UUnoU who will, not 


receive the news with the deepest sorrow. 
Our people will be very desirous that he 
should be buried there, but of course this 
will be left for Mrs. I.cgan to decide.” 
Senator Miller said ; 
“ I saw him yester­ 
day, but I had uo idea he was so low. 
I 
called to inquire about him , and when 
they told him I was here he expressed a 
wish to see me. 
He had been unconscious, 
but he rallied so that he recognized me and 
I talked with him briefly. Naturally, he 
said but little himself, but he listened in­ 
telligently for a m oment to my expressions 
of condolence and wishes for his speedy 
recovery. Then he relapsed again into un­ 
consciousness. I think his death a greater 
losa to the country than that of any man 
who has died in recent years, because up to 
the m oment he was stricken he was actively 
engaged in public sffairs. 
He was one of 
the strongest men in the Senate, and his 
judgm ent was regarded by his fellow-Sen- 
ators as worthy of the closest attention, 
especially respecting army and pension 
m atters.” 
General Sheridan, who was just leaving 
his residence as the reporter called, spoke 
of General Logan's death with much feel­ 
ing, and at times his eyes were bedimmed 
with tears. 
H e said : '* I had known Gen­ 
eral Logan for 25 years, and had the high­ 
est appreciation of him as a soldier, as a 
statesman, and as a man. 
I went to his 
house to-day and saw him die, and it was 
one of the saddest experiences I have ever 
had. I saw him a aay or two ago. He 
was very sick then, but I did not suppose 
he was so near deaih. His family did not 
think so, and I do not believe the doctors 
thought so. either. 
H e certainly did not 
act as if he thought he was about to die. 
His death will prove a great los3 to the 
country. H e was one of tbe ablest men I 
have ever met, a man of fixed opinions, 
and one always ready and able to m aintain 
them . Although we were both in the 
arm y during the war we did not become 
personally acquainted until it was over. 
The scene at his deathbed to-day was par­ 
ticularly distressing to me. 1 never like to 
see a m an die. Of course I have seen 
thousands of men killed in battle, but it 
never had the same effect on me as to stand 
quietly by a bedside and see a strong m an’s 
life ebb away. 
During the war 1 never 
liked to go into a hospital to see the 
wounded and dying, and I had almost to 
be forced into them when it was necessaiv 
for me to visit them . So you can imagine 
how keenly it affected me to stand by and 
see au old and esteemed friend pass away. ’ 
Secretary Bayard had not lieard of the 
General's death when a reporter for the 
Associated Press called on him this even­ 
ing, but he had feared the end was near 
from what ho had seen in the m orning 
papers. Said Secretary B ayard: “Some­ 
thing suggested General Logan to m y mind 
just half an hour ago, and I turned to my 
children and rcm aiked w hat a career he 
had. I w: s thinking what a strong, active, 
vigorous life he had led, how much he had 
undergone, how much he had suffered. 
It 
is sad when a m anly career, so active and 
vigorous as his, closes; but lie finds rest 
and peace at last.” 
General McCook said , “I feel that deep 
grief which will be common to all his old 
friends, and especially to old soldiers. How 
sad and sudden it is ! 
I saw him in health 
the other day at A rthur's funeral, and 
since then he has been in m y office, where 
he sat for a while sm oking his cigar and 
chatting pleasantly and gaily of old army 
mattew: 
H e was a most companionable 
man, and as generous as he was brave.” 
Attorney-General Garland said: “ Sena­ 
tor Logan and myself were for four years 
together in the Senate. I did not know 
him personally until we met there. We 
served together on the Committee on Ju d i­ 
ciary and the Committee on Territories. 
I 
always found him agreeabie. and he was 
very kind to me and m y friends. 
He was 
very active, energetic and straightforward. 
One always knew his position on all lead­ 
ing questions. He was a man of great force 
of character, and did, within my knowl­ 
edge, many kind and good things, 
lie had 
the faculty of mingling with and m anaging 
men and m aking himself felt in everything 
he undertook. H is party, and the country 
as well, will deeply feel his loss. I likeil 
him very m uch, and svmpaihize keenly 
with his family and friends in bis death.” 
Mr. H ilt of Illinois, said he had known 
General Logan intim ately for more than 
thirty years, and respecled and loved him . 
His death would be felt as a personal loss 
by a vast num ber of people in bis native 
State. But the feeling would be keenest, 
perhaps, among the soldiers, who had an 
intense adm iration and warm affection for 
him . 
H itt spoke especially of the spotless 
purity and integrity of General Logan’s 
life. 
Illinoisans had watched his career 
during the war. at first with great interest, 
and by and by with the utm ost pride as he 
rose in the arm y until, at the end of the 
war, he was the most conspicuous soldier 
that had risen lrom civil life. 
Mr. H itt 
also sd id : 
"H e always excited adverse 
newspaper criticism, and seemed to have 
no art of placating it. 
He was even rather 
surprised at newspaper praise. Once, some 
years ago, I took a speech of his at the 
opening of a political campaign and gave 
it to the Associated Press. It was com­ 
mented upon as a strong keynote speech in 
most of the leading Eastern journals, as it 
deserved to be, and when the newspapers 
cauie with these comments in them Gen­ 
eral Logan seemed half surprise 1 at their 
approval, for he said lie was not used to 
it. and I thought he really undi restimated 
the strength of his own speeches.’1 
“ There was one peculiarity about Gen­ 
eral Logan,” said Representative Springer, 
“ and that was his reluctance lo state his 
age. Even his intim ate friends were kept 
in ignorance in that respect. 
I have just 
unearthed an old Illinois biographical dic­ 
tionary containing the information. 
From 
this book it appears that General Logan 
was bom in Jackson county, Iil . February 
9, 1829. and that his age was 60 years, 10 
m onths and 15 days, 
liis father was a na­ 
tive ol Ireland, a doctor and a man of in ­ 
telligence, so that he was able to instruct 
his son at a time when schools were not 
easily acce-sible in Illinois. 
I first heard 
General Logan deliver a political speech in 
1857, and have known him ever since. 
He 
was a prom inent figure in Illinois politics, 
and was greatly admired by his party in 
that State. 
He held to his triends with te­ 
nacity, but was very severe towards his en­ 
emies. The legislature, which meets one 
week from next Monday, will elpct a suc­ 
cessor to Senator Logan. It is hard to name 
the Republican candidate for the Senate at 
this time, hut I feel quite sure that no per­ 
son could command the powerful support 
that was given to General Logan.” 
“ I have known Senator Logan intim ately 
ever since I have been in business," said 
Representative Payson, "a n d since I have 
been in public life I have been identified 
with him in politics. 
W henever there was 
a difference in our party, as a rule, I have 
acted with him . 
There lias not been 
another man in public life who had Gen­ 
eral Logan’s following among t be people of 
our State. I think he was closer to the 
people than Lincoln or Douglas in their 
lifetime. H is performances in puhlic life 
are, of course, known to everyone, and his 
death will cause a shock in Illinois, not 
only to men of his own party, but to those 
of opposite politics. 
I never heard him 
during a campaign descend to personalities 
in political debate, and he had the respect 
and esteem of the opposition everywhere. 
He had a strong hold upen the rank and 
tile in Illinois, growing out of the fact that 
he was a typical, representative people's 
m an. He was always as hearty in his greet­ 
ings to the hum blest man in tbe country 
as to those of more prominence finan­ 
cially or politically. Everybody knew him 
and be had a wonderful faculty of remem­ 
bering faces ami localities, and had an in­ 
dividual acquaintance with the people of 
Illinois equalled by very few men. 
It is 
too early to speak of the political result in 
Illinois, and it is not proper to hazard any 
prediction as to what will result by reason 
of his death.” 
Senator Cuilom 3aid: “ There is no man 
in tbe United States, in my judgm ent, 
whose death will bring a greater shock to 
the country. 
To me personally it is a ter­ 
ribly severe one, because our relations 
have been of the most intim ate character 
for the last twenty years. 
His position in 
the Senate has been one of pre-eminence, 
and there is no man in tbe Senate whose 
loss would be more regretted.” 
Senator Blair—“ Among strong men he 
was one ot the strongest; among wise men 
one of the wi.-est; among good men one of 
the best. 
Everybody will m onm him .” 
Senator W ilson sa id : “ I am surprised 
and grieved beyond measure. 
I had no 
idea that he was so low until I heard he 
was dying. His loss will be alm ost univer­ 
sally regarded as that of one of the nation’s 
greatest m en.” 
Secretary W hitney sa id : “ General Lo­ 
gan was a very strong type. H is ctsarage 


and fearlessness, and the absence of all 
humbuggery and falseness in his character, 
were what I most admired. 
Form erly he 
was not credited with the great intellectual 
E 
ower which has lately been conceded to 
im. 
He is another of th eg ieat nationnl 
figures of tbe Republican party gone. 
His 
death is a great loss to the country, in my 
judgm ent." 
Senator Sherm an said : “ General Logan 
lias always filled a very conspicuous posi­ 
tion since he lias been in public lite. 
I 
knew him before the war as a member of 
the House of Representatives. He was then 
the friend and spokesman of Douglas in 
tbe latter’s political contests, and was one 
of his most intim ate friends when the war 
broke out. 
I have known General Logan 
ever since his election to the Senate. 
He 
was undoubtedly a very brilliant soldier, 
em inent for his gallantry and courage, and 
among all the soldiers from civil life he 
was one of the most distinguished, if not 
indeed the most brilliantly distinguished of 
them all.” 
Sim ilar expressions and expressions came 
from m any other prom inent members of 
Congress and other departm ents of the 
Government, all evincing the highest ad­ 
m iration for the deceased, and deep sorrow 
at his unexpected death. 


THE FEELING IN ILLINOIS. 


C h ic a d o , December 2Gth.—A. M. Jones, 
Chairman of the Republican State Central 
Committee, and General Logan's trusted 
lieutenant in m any political contests, said, 
upon receiving news from W ashington: 
“ I don’t know just w hat to say or ao. 
I 
telegraphed to Mrs. Logan at 12:30 p. M., 
but have not had an answer. The Gen­ 
eral’s death will nearly kill that poor 
woman, who was so much to her hnsband 
and he so much to her that they had al­ 
most lo-t their individual identity in one 
another’s lives. 
Logan was m anly and 
brave, an honest, kind-hearted m an, and a 
good fighter in the war and in poli­ 
tics. 
I 
believe 
Iip 
had 
given 
little 
(bought 
to 
the 
Presidency 
in 
1888. 
The last tim e be was here he remarked to 
m e tluit the election was too far in the 
fu tu re 'o be considered now. 
I do not care 
to talk of the effect his death will produce 
in political circles intbecouutry and State. 
H e stood among the foremost men in his 
party, and was the unquestioned leader in 
Illinois. I do not know who will fill the 
vacancy caused by his death. There will 
be plen ty to try it, however. The Legisla­ 
ture stands sixteen Republican m ajority on 
joint ballot. 
His successor will, of course, 
be chosen by that body as soon as it con 
venes. 
I presume Mrs. Logan will leave 
W ashington at once.” 


B L A IN E’S ESTIM ATE OF GENERAL LOGAN. 


A u g u s t a (Me ), December 26th.—A re­ 
porter for tbe Associated Press called at 
Mr. Blaine's residence soon after the intel­ 
ligence of General Logan’s death reached 
thia city. Mr. Blaine had left his chamber, 
and though very lame from his recent ill­ 
ness, liad come down to his library for tbe 
first time. 
He said the announcement 
had come to him without his being in the 
least degree prepared for it. 
H e had heard 
only in the torenoon that General Logan's 
condition was considered critical. 
Mr. 
Blaine discussed General Logan's charac­ 
teristics freely. 
He had not personally 
known the General before the war, and 
had m et him for the first time when 
General Logan came to W ashington from 
his command in the field. 
“I think,” said 
Mr. Blaine, “it was some tim e during the 
winter of 1863 that, by mere accident, I 
entered Mr. Lincoln's room ju st as General 
Logan was leaving. The President intro­ 
duced m e to the General and we had a very 
brief talk. I remember that after General 
Logan had retired the President eulogized 
him very highly, adding that it was very 
fortunate, when so many Generals had fal­ 
len iar below expectation, to find a few 
that had gone far beyond expectation, and 
in the latter class he gave General Logan 
em inent rank. 
But I am not one,” said 
Mr. Blaine; “ to speak of General Logan’s 
m ilitary rank. T hat can be far more fit­ 
tingly done by his brother officers, and by 
thousands of veterans who are at this m o­ 
m ent in tears over the death of their be­ 
loved leader in the war—their watchful 
and constant friend in peace. 
History 
lias, I think, assigned General Logan his 
m ilitary rank, the highest of the volunteer 
officers of the army of the Union. My 
ciose acquaintance with General Logan 
dates from his entrance upon his duties as 
Representative-at-large from Illinois in the 
Fortieth Congress. 
lie was elected to that 
post in November, 1886. 
From that time 
onward our relations came to be friendly 
and intim ate. Occasional statements as to 
jealousies and rivalries have been without 
foundation. There never was an unkind 
word between us : and, so far as I know, 
neither had an 
unkind 
thought 
of 
the other. 
I say this knowing all it 
conveys, and knowing also all it contra­ 
dicts." 
Blaine desenlies General Logan as 
“a man of imm ense Torce in legislative 
ability- His will,” said Mr. Blaine, "was 
unbending. H is conrage, both moral and 
physical, was of the highest order. 
I never 
knew a more fearless man. 
H e did not 
qiijjil before public opinion when he hsd 
once made up his mind, any more than he 
did before the guns of the enemy when he 
beaded a charge of his enthusiastic troops. 
Iu debate General Logan was aggressive 
and effective. 
His best-prepared and long­ 
est-sustained argum ent was a speech he 
made in the Senate during the session 
of the F o rty -S ixth 
Congress against 
the restoration of Fitz John Porter ta 
the army. The speech occupied, if 1 re­ 
member aright, part of three days, and was 
marvelously sustained throughout. 
Logan 
had great feeliDg in that case, and had put 
a vast deal of study into it. 
General Logan 
was a most indefatigable worker. His close 
relations with the volunteer soldiery of the 
couutry involved an immense correspond­ 
ence and an im m ense labor, in addition lo 
the labor imposed upon him as a leading 
Senator from such a large State as Illinois. 
H e was a punctual, faithful man, and but 
for his constitution of iron could not have 
gone through the work that was put on him 
Logan's loss to the Republican party is be­ 
yond computation. liis personal following 
was very great, and among the veterans he 
had almost a solid body. As a party leader, 
Logan was singularly direct, m anly anil 
candid. 
His personal energy and political 
power was strikingly shown in h¡3 contest 
for the Senatorship, perhaps the most re­ 
m arkable of the kind ever waged in the 
United States. The shock of his death is sud­ 
den, aud the sorrow it brings so keen that 
no full analysis of this rem arkable man 
can be given at this time. 
Full tributes 
will in due tim e tic paid to his character 
and service. 
I have had occasion to say 
before, and I now repeat, that while there 
have perhaps been more illustrious m ili­ 
tary leaders in the United States, and more 
illustrious leaders in the legislative halls, 
there has, I think, been no man in this 
country who has combined the two careers 
in so em inent a degree as General Logan.’’ 


SORROW AND SURPRISE IN NEW YORK. 


N e w Y o r k , December 2 6 th —The news 
of Logan's death was received in this city 
soon after it occurred, and in all quarters 
surprise and 
regret 
were 
manifested. 
Among those who had known General 
Logan surprise was the most marked, for 
they had supposed him to be iu almost 
perfect health, and regret with these was 
deepest, for it had a foundation of absolute 
knowledge of the m an. 
A s the news 
spread among the people there was the 
sam e feeling of astonishment and sorrow. 
Senator Leland Stanford had known Gen­ 
eral Logan well. 
He regarded his death as 
a great loss to the Republican party and 
the nation. The following telegram was 
sent this evening by Senator Stanford : 
New Yoek, December 26. lssc. 
7r> John .4. Lagan. Jr.: We hear with iwotonnd 
sorrow of the departure of your uoole father. 
He is gone to a octtcf world. But the loss to 
your mother, your si3ter and yourself is irrepar­ 
able. Mrs. Stanford joins me in diepesi sympa­ 
thy- with your mother, and a whole nation sut- 
fers ill his loss.

John Alexander lo g an wss born near Mur- 
phvtboro, Jackson county, Illinois, Febiuaty I», 
18.-6, and was therefore, at tbe time of his 
deaih, which mournful event occurred yester­ 
day. in the sixty-first year of his age. Be was 
the son of 1». John Logan, a native of Ireland, 
who came to Illinois iu 182S, and served several 
terms in the Legislature of that State. His 
mother was Elizabeth Jenkins, of Tennessee, 
whom Dr. Logan married in 1824.

His service iu .Mexico 
was that of a gallant soldier, heroic and brave 
almost to recklessness. He Ix-came Adjutant of 
his regimont. After the vrar he enterca the law 
office of his uncle, AJex. M, Jenkins, aud iu 1849 
was elected Clerk of Jackson county, ill., but 
shortly nfterr having resolvr<l that u career of 
more prominence was open to him , and despite 
tn j protest of his unde, ne resigned and entered 
upon his study of the law nue^v,and presently 
securing a full scholarship iu the rnivendty at 
Louisville, Ky., he wss graduated from tbe Law 
Department in 1851, aud in his twenty-fifth year 
C.UIE TO THE HA ET, 
He was popular and successful, so much so 
that, hiving a natural fondness for politics, he 
was in the fall of the same >ear elected to the 
Legislature, seived one term, and in the next 
year was chosen Prosecuting Attorney for the 
Third Judicial District, in which position ne 
served with distinction until 1857. He was sent 
V5 
isla ture in 1Í61,1806,.ind agnin in 1857. 
In 1856 he was nominated a Presidential Elector 
on the Democratic ticket. In 1858 Illinois sent 
him to the House of representatives, he being 
elected on a l oug’as Democratic ticket. He was 
re-elected to the Thirty-seventh Congress iu 
1860. In both Congresses he distinguished him- 
selfby his boldnes-. vigor and political fore- 
hightedness. 
He took tne stump for Ikmglas 
when the “Little Giant” was a Presidential 
candidate. 
On the rebellion threatening, 
though Logan had prior thereto antagonized 
the dominant party at the North and its policy, 
he turned about slmrplv and boldly, and with 
patriotic devotion declared that the

To help inaugurate Lincoln if elected. In July. 
1861. during the extra session of Congress. Lo­ 
gan left bis seat in the House, started after and 
overtook the troops marching out of Washing­ 
ton to meet the relxfls. entered the ranks aud 
fought with wotiderfnl bravery in the regiment 
of Colonel Richardson at the battle of bull Run. 
Legan w h s among the very last men to leave 
that unhappy field. 
He returned home iu 
August, resigucd his seat in Congress, and say­ 
ing he could serve his country better iu arms 
than in legislative halls, he organized the 
Thirty-first Illinois Regiment of Infantry at 
Cairo, September 18, Ibífl, aud wan made its Col­ 
onel, with his commission dating from August 
10th. His first encounter with the enemy, as a 
commander, was at Uelmont, in November, 
when he led a successful bayonet charge, and 
haa a hor*e shot under him 
He was at thu 
head of his regiment iu the attacks ou Fort 
Henry and Fort Ixmelson. At the former battle 
he led a cavalry charge and captured eight 
guns. In the assault on ihe latter he wa> se­ 
verely wounded in the left arm and shoulder* 
and was upon the disabled list for some time. 
He reported for duty to General Grant at Pitts­ 
burgh I^audlug, aud March 5th was made a 
Brigadier-General ot Volunteers. He was promi­ 
nent Iu the movement against Corinth, com­ 
manding the first brigade in Judah’s division, 
and shortly after was given command et Jack­ 
son, Tenu., with orders to guard the rail com­ 
munications, which he successfully did. In the 
summer of ’62 he was importuned by his con­ 
stituents to return to CoDgress, but he replied in 
A NOBLE LKTTEIt 
As follows : “ I have entered tlie field to die, if 
need be, for this Government, and never expect 
toretum to peaceful pursuits uutil the object 
of this w ar of preservation, has become a fact 
established.” In Gram's lamous north Missis­ 
sippi campa gn, General Logan commanded the 
Tm nl Division of the Seventeenth Army Corps, 
under General McPherson, in that campaign 
he exhibited such skill in handling troops and 
his bravery was so conspicuous in the campaigu 
that he was promoted to a Major-Generalslnp, 
dating from November 26,1802. At Port Gibson. 
Raymond, Jackson, Champion Hill he engaged 
in the buttles of those names. In the siege ol 
VicKsburg he commanded McPherson’s center, 
and June 25th made the famous assault, alter 
the explosion of “ the m ine,” and his column 
was the first to enter the captured city, of which 
he became the 
MILITARY GOVERNOR. 
He succeeded General Sherman in the command 
of the Fifteenth Army Corps November, 1883. 
This corps (¡rant himself had commanded. By

with the significant legend, “ Forty Rounds.’ 
In the month of May, 18* ‘*5, he joined Sherman’s 
army, then preparing for its famous march 
through Georgia. He lead the advance of the 
army at Resaca, repulsed Hardee's veterans at 
Dallas, and drove the enemy, after a terrible 
struggle, from their works at Keuesaw Moun­ 
tain. July 22d, at Atlanta, he succeeded Mc­ 
Pherson, who tell in the heat of the fight. Ot 
this Geueral .Sherman said in his rejnirt; 
“ General Logan succeeded McPherson, and 
commanded the Army oí the Tennessee through 
this desperate battle with the same success aud 
ability that had characterized him in the com­ 
mand of a corps or division.” 
When McPherson fell a paDic seized the Sev­ 
enteenth Corps. General Logan, being suddenly 
invested with the command, aud the army 
flanked by the valorous Hood, saw that decisive 
action alone could save the corps. 
On his 
famous black stallion, he put himself at tre 
head of the command, and in the language 
of burgeon Welch, who wa'ched him eagerly, 
“ he 
btcame a llame 
of 
tire 
and fu;y, 
yet keeping to wondrous methods in his in­ 
spired madness. He was everywhere: his horse 
was covered with foam, aud himself hat less 
aud begrimmed with dirt: perfectly compre­ 
hending the position: giving sharp orders to 
officers as he met them, and planting himself 
firmly iu front of fleeing columns with revolver 
in hitnd, threatening in tones *ot to he mis­ 
taken, to fire into the advauce did they not in­ 
stantly halt aud form in order of battle—he 
spake aud it was done. The battle was resumed 
in order aud with fur)*—a tempest of thunder 
and lire, a hail-storm of shoCand thell: and 
wrheu night closed down the battle wus ended 
and we weie masters of the field.”

n e was the only man who entered the army as 
a private and rose to the command of an army. 
When Atlanta fell, September 1,1861, Logan re­ 
turned home and took a prominent leading part 
iu the Presidential campaign of that year. He 
rejoined tne nriny at bavannah, aud reinuiued 
iu active service in Sherman’s army until the 
surrender of Johnston's army, April 26, 1865. 
May 23d he was appointed to the command of 
the’Army of the Tennessee. When active serv­ 
ice in the field was over he resigned, saying that 
he did not wish to draw pay when not on active 
duty. President Johnson nominated him to be 
Minister to Mexico, but he declined. In 1806 he 
was sent to the Fortieth Congress as Represent­ 
ative at Large by the grateful people of Illinois, 
lie was one of the managers in the im|>each- 
ment trial of President Johnson. He was 
re-elected 
to

Forty first Congress, in 
which

served 
as 
Chairman 
of 
the 
Committee on Military Affairs, doing especial 
service to the country in securing the passage 
of the net for the reduction of the army. He 
was íe-elected to the Forty-Second Congress, but

For the term beginning March f, ls7L He 
succeeded Vice-President Wibon as Chairman 
of the Senate Committee on Military Aflatr<, at 
the beginning of the third ^efsion of the Forty- 
Second Congress, December 2, 1872. At the ex­ 
piration of his term of service in the Senate. 
March 
1877, aud iu which ho l>ecHiue one of 
the most promim nt figure* of the legislative 
anti political activities of the country, l.e re­ 
sumed the j raetiec of law. oj*ening «11 oflke in 
Chicago, but lie was again returned to the Uni­ 
ted Mates 
Senate, and took 
his seat in 
the extra fc» iou, in March* 1ST». In lo th 
Houses of Corg ess he gained an enviable 
reputation for vigor in debate, s.renpth * f ex­ 
pression and a magnetic earnestne?sin delivery, 
though he neveritudied to be ornate. He was 
re-eltcted to the Senate irora I linois in 1885, 
after one cf the hottest of political contests. 
His more important speeches were on the re­ 
construction measures (JuLv 12, 1S67); ou the 
impeachment of Pieaddcnt Johnson (February 
22. 
on “the principles of the Democratic 
party” (July 16,1S6S); on counting the electoral 
vo e of Georgia (February 12, 1869); ou ‘‘removal 
of the Capital” (January 22, 1870). In tt*e ► cu­ 
ate his most noted speeches were “ vindicatiou 
of Pr.sident Grant” againrt th<^* attack of 
Charles Sumner (June 3. 1872): *‘a reoly to Sen­ 
ator Gordon ou Kuklux In Isouisiinia ’ (January 
13. 1875): on “the equalization of bounties cf 
Foldiers, sailors and marines of the late war for 
the Union” (Maich 2,1875); on the power of the 
Government to cntorce United States laws (Juno

DEATH OF GENERAL LOGAN. 


I t seems scarcely later than yesterday 
th a t General Jo h n A. Logan was an hon­ 
ored guest of the people of this State, and 
received at its capital the manifestations 
o f their sincere respect and cordial regard. 
T hen apparently in the full vigor of ripe 
manhood, and in the strength of perfect 
health, it is difficult so directly after to 
realize th at the distinguished citizen, the 
gallant soldier, and the devoted patriot, 
lies low in death. 
The news is a shock, 
for though his illness was severe, his death 
had not been looked forward to as prob­ 
able. 
W ith this passage from tim e to the 
unknown another heroic figure in the Na­ 
tion’s history is removed from activity, 
and another vacancy occasioned in the 
ch ief house of the N ation's council. 
I t is 
not necessary here to detail General Lo­ 
gan’s heroic career in the late war—that 
is w ritten indelibly upon the tablets of the 
gratitude of the Republic. 
H is was the 
soldiery activity th at was backed by such 
fervid patriotism as mark only heroes who 
forget self in the demands of their country. 
F rom the bar to Congress, from the halls of 
legislation to the battlefield, and again 
from war to the council chambers of the 
U nited States this hero passed naturally 
and in accord w ith a desire of the people 
th a t rose superior to any personal ambi­ 
tion that could actuate the man. 
There his 
voice was lifted and his counsels given for hu­ 
m an liberty anil the m aintenance of human 
rights, and the advancement of the Nation. 
Vigorous rather than ornate, strong and 
positive rather than argum entative, carry­ 
ing men w ith him by fearless expres­ 
sion and the force and honesty of his own 
convictions rather 
than 
hy 
eloquent 
periods, 
he 
was 
a 
wonderful 
influ­ 
ence 
in 
the 
S enate; 
* 
figure 
of 
such prominence and strength th at its 
removal causes in all the land profound 
sorrow. 
General Ix>gan was essentially a 
m an of the nation. 
It claimed him as its 
own ; it seconded his honest ambition to 
rise, hy recognizing his strength and vigor, 
and the patriotic fervor of all his activity. 
H e was a strong partisan ; he attached 
him self to his party with a devoted loy­ 
alty th at inspired all with whom he came 
into contact with respect for his political 
character. 
H e was a man, say those who 
knew him intim ately, who in social life 
was as genial and gentle and affectionate 
as in war or in politics he was rugged and 
aggressive. 
This typical American and 
distinguished patriot, who occupied so 
foremost a place in the citizenship of the 
republic, will be mourned hy the entire 
people. 
Political foes will pay to his 
memory the tribute of honest respect; his 
partisan colleagues will acknowledge in 
his honor the leadership he filled ; his 
personal friends will place upon his bier 
th e offerings th at come only from the 
Lands of those who love; the people of 
th e nation will manifest their sorrow by 
those manifestations of grief that testify to 
a deep sense of the great loss th e country 
has sustained. 
So will the hero anil pa­ 
trio t go to his grave loved, honored and 
lamented. 


TWO REFORM INSTITUTIONS WHICH 
NEED REFORMING. 


T he Board of Freeholders of San F ran­ 
cisco, now engaged in framing a new char­ 
te r for that city, has met at last the old, 
old question, “ W hat shall we do with the 
Industrial School and the House of Cor­ 
rection?” 
If they would do well, thev 
will leave the two institutions alone, to lie 
d ealt w ith by the Legislature. 
W e have 
failed to find a line in the San Francisco 
papers for the past two years commending 
cith er of the schools of crime. 
The uni­ 
form verdicts of press and grand inquests 
have been judgm ents of condemnation. 
N ot only have the managements of the 
two institutions been practical failures, hut 
th ere appears to be in the very atmosphere 
o f the two prisons an influence th at pre­ 
vents successful control. 
The trouble is that, as an interm ediary 
prison, the House of Correction is not 
founded upon correct principles. 
If the 
purpose of its existence is reform, it ought 
to be open to the State, and not restricted 
to m unicipal bounds. 
Sentence to con­ 
finem ent 
w ithin its 
walls, it 
is 
as­ 
sumed, does not 
attach 
to the 
pris­ 
oner the odium of penal servitude. 
In 
fact, it does not attach the legal disability 
o f the State Prison to those who havebeen 
its inmates. 
B ut th at it is morally less an 
alma mater for students in crime, the sta­ 
tistics of lawlessness in San Francisco be­ 
lie. 
I t is, in fact, a great financial burden, 
w ithout compensating rewards 
to 
the 
public. 
Yet it is possible to make this prison an 
interm ediary place of detention and pun- 
i si.ment by making it a State institution 
■ ad recognizing that whatever of good 
m ay attach to its semi-penal system should 
he properly available hy all the counties 
ot the State. 
W ithdraw n from municipal 
m anagem ent, placed under control of a 
hoard of prison direction, supplemented hy 
proper industrial methods, it can be made, 


O ne of the associations into which 
street-car employes in San Francisco .-.re 
organized Fas had the good sense to de 
nounce energetically the outrages along 
the lines on which the strikes took place. 
T his is well, but resolutions are not enough 
—they must be hacked w ith deeds. 
All 
the boycotting business along the roads 
should utterly cease. 
T he railway lines 
may or may not be cruel and unjust in 
their wage and time system—th at has lit­ 
tle to do with the m atter. 
The men left 
th eir employment voluntarily, and they 
are not entitled to any sym pathy whatever 
while they attem pt to coerce the public 
into refusal to patronize the roads, or. by 
force to drive the companies into accept­ 
ance of th eir terms. 
W orkingm en have 
rights as sacred as those of any men. 
They must, to preserve them , respect the 
rights of others. 
If they would build up 
confidence and trustful relations between 
capital and labor, let them conserve the 
rights of both, and thus confirm the mu­ 
tuality of interest. 
“ Capital is a coward 
it flees before the arm of violence. A t the 
same tim e it is a giant in its ability to re­ 
sent coercion. 
Labor is cowardly only 
when it abandons itself to lawlessness. 
The carmen are returning to reason, and 
final settlem ent of the strike difficulties 
cannot be far distant. 
But in th at settle­ 
ment the courageous men who took hold 
and kept the ears moving during the 
strike should not he abandoned. 
They 
have earned their ¡daces. 


probably, a valuable part of the prison 
system of the State. 
Yet it is questionable if the proposition 
would meet w ith jiopular favor. 
Peno­ 
logical science has not yet been sufficiently 
debated by the people of California to 
create a public sentim ent in favor of graded 
prisons, as aids of reformatory schemes. 
But the time will come when the people 
will be very nearly a unit in favor of the 
abolition of county jails as places of pu n ­ 
ishment, and in favor of prisons inter­ 
m ediary between the State Penitentiary 
and disfranchisement, and the jail as a 
mere place of confinement prior to trial. 
T he Industrial School has uniformly 
m aintained its reputation as a failure 
during all the years of its existence. 
The 
treatm ent for it is abolition. 
In 
its 
place we need a system based upon m eth­ 
ods sim ilar to those adopted hy the Boys’ 
and 
G irls’ 
Aid Society of 
San F ran­ 
cisco. 
Juvenile offenders 
are simply 
ticketed 
crim inals 
for 
life when the 
regalia of even a 
semi-penal 
institu­ 
tion is put upon them, and thev are 
paraded in it before the public eye. 'W hat­ 
ever doubt any men may entertain con­ 
cerning the reformation of adults who 
commit ciime, the men are yet to be dis­ 
covered who oppose the efforts made for 
the reformation of youths whom natural 
inclination or misfortune and neglect have 
started along crim inal paths. 
It has, we think, been demonstrated that 
to uniform a boy as an embryotic criminal 
is to erect an insurm ountable barrier be­ 
tween him and good citizenship. 
The 
State should have greater concern in the 
m aking of good men out of waifs and neg­ 
lected and viciously inclined youths, than 
in the application to them of punative 
rigors. 
Society can better afford to forgive 
and reform the lad going astray, than to 
punish, and 
confirm 
him a crim inal. 
Massachusetts takes such as San Francisco 
sends to the Industrial School, anti after 
only sufficient detention in small groups 
under paternal and m aternal guard, to 
ascertain som ething of their characteris­ 
tics, places them in distant homes to be 
raised up to industry and made useful 
members of society. 
By trusted humane 
agents she keeps constant watch and ward 
over them , however, and encourages and 
commends, 
Qr 
warns 
and paternally 
threatens them . 
She shows such an inter­ 
est in them, indeed, that unless wholly 
and utterly abandoned in the insanity of 
crime, they are roused up to an honest am ­ 
bition to deserve praise. 
As a result, 
wholly disassociated 
from 
crim inal or 
semi-penal institutions, unknown as “ ja il 
birds ” or as State wards, ninety-five per 
cent, of these youths grow up iuto useful 
and peaceful manhood, and become worthy 
of the citizenship of the republic. 
On such a principle should this State 
proceed w ith her tyros in crime, and the 
first step in that direction should be the 
abolition of the Industrial School at San 
Francisco; the second, the establishm ent 
of a system sim ilar to th at briefly out­ 
lined ; third, provision for an interm ediary 
or graded prison system, and the removal 
from the vicious influences of the San 
Q uentin and Folsom Prisons of all mere 
youths for whom the slightest hope of re­ 
formation can be entertained. 
The Board 
of Freeholders will do well to be advised 
by the Penalogical Commission in this 
m atter, and if they are, we are confident 
they will drop from consideration the two 
institutions that they now confess are sig­ 
nal failures as reformatories.

••Jim C um m ings” an d His Pals T hought 
to be Safely In J a il. 
St. Louis. December 26th.—Since the 
capture in Chicago, on Friday, of the three 
supposed-perpetrators of the St. Louis and 
San Francisco express robbery, the history 
of Pinkerton's work in the cáse, from the 
date of the robbery to that of these arrests, 
has been obtained from a source which 
renders its 
correctness 
unquestionable. 
Frotheringham , the messenger, was the 
first person suspected, his story containing 
inaccuracies. The first really useful clue 
was the Jim Cummings letter to the Olobe- 
Democrat, dated October 31st, and telling of 
a package to be found at the Union depot. 
Among the contents of this package was a 
bit of paper giving the num ber of a house 
on Chestnut street. The detectives visited 
the house and learned that two men roomed 
there a short tim e before. The room was 
examined, and a 
bottle 
of 
medicine 
was 
fonnd. 
Upon 
exam ination 
the 
clothing found 
near 
the 
track after 
the robbery was discovered bore evidences 
of a disease for the use of which the m edi­ 
cine found was prescribed by a doctor. 
Finally a m an was found who said he had 
mailed Cummings’ letters and had been 
told by him that Frotheringham was in 
the scheme to rob the car, but had com­ 
mitted him self in his testimony. These 
and other clews enabled the detectives to 
trace the two men to various places, and 
finally to Kansas City, where arrangements 
were made to arrest them .

plomacy iu the presence of a mad Czar is 
disposed to acknowledge its own impoten- 
cy. The dealing in financial circles is, as 
usnal. one of extreme tim idity. The idea 
prevailing in the city is that war may come 
at any m oment. 
Money may be hail on 
call, except for Stock Exchange transac­ 
tions, very cheap, but long loans are nego­ 
tiated with difficulty.

IX T H E SPRING. 


W hen th e D aisies H lnoin E u ro p e W ill 
L et H e r W a r D ogs Loose. 
N ew Y o rk , December 27th—a. m.—The 
Star's London special say s: In an inter­ 
view on the foreign situation the Admiral 
of the fleet stated last night that war in 
the spring, if not sooner, is certain. Eng­ 
land will probably be involved. 
The 
chances are in favor of hostilities breaking 
out early in March. None of the Powers 
consider themselves strong enough to talk 
fight until the back of the European winter 
is broken. The A dm iral stated that Russia 
is certainly resolved to seize Constantino­ 
ple at any cost of lives and treasure. T ur­ 
key 
is 
powerless 
without 
European 
assistance. Russia once firmly planted in 
Constantinople, no European power could 
dislodge her. She could block the entrance 
to the Black Sea and destroy the whole 
fabric of British commerce in that region. 
Eastern Roumelia, Bulgaria and Roumania, 
and the whole of European Turkey would 
be overrun hy Muscovites. The $25,000,­ 
000 w orth of shipm ents annually between 
England and the Eastern seaboards alone 
would be cut off, to say nothing of the 
trade w ith the interior. A ustria's outlet 
through the Danube would be closed. 


E n g l a n d ’s p r e p a r a t i o n f o r w a r . 
Such being the prospect, it is considered 
the duty of Great Britain to arm at all 
points. 
Unceasing exertions are being put 
forth to bring the British navy up to the 
highest efficiency. It is intended to make 
the effective fighting strength of the coun­ 
try at sea greater than that of Russia and 
France 
combined. 
Additional 
hands 
are 
being 
put 
on 
all 
the 
iron­ 
clads ; 
cruisers 
and 
torpedoes 
are 
under construction, or m aking ready for 
sea, fresh contracts are being prepared for 
additional ironclads and vessels, and the 
dockyards are m aking and distributing 
enormous quantities of am m unition and 
stores. The object of these extraordinary 
efforts is twofold—the prevention of Rus­ 
sian occupation of Constantinople and the 
maintenance of British supremacy in the 
channel, in the M editerranean and else­ 
where. 
“ DEP. WACHT AM R H E IN .” 
The m arch of the first Russian regim ent 
across the border will probably be the sig­ 
nal for a renewed struggle between France 
and Germany, and a considerable portion 
of the French navy will have to be detached 
for service on the German coast. 
In other quarters it is learned that Prince 
Bismarck regards the preparations of France 
as equivalent to an intended declaration of 
war against Germany. H e is anxious to 
see an early evacuation of Egypt by the 
British and a settlem ent of the Bulgarian 
question to clear the way to action, and 
compelling General Boulanger to show his 
real designs. The belief here is th at Ger­ 
m an preparations are more advanced than 
General Boulanger has any idea of, and 
that Germany is in better condition to take 
the field than France is. 


J u s t as C o n sisten t.—The Sacramento 
Bee is urging the Legislat e re to provide for 
a State lottery, sim ilar to that in Louisi­ 
ana. It thinks th at snch is necessary to 
keep at hom e the m oney which is spent 
witn the Louisiana concern.

In the meeting, on Tuesday, the Queen 
ordered a postponement of her intended 
visit to Osborne. 


PREDICTED DOW NFALL OF 
TH E TORY GOV­ 
ERNM ENT. 
N ew 
Y o rk , 
December 
26th.—T. P. 
O'Connor’s London special to the Star 
says ; Some of the English journals predict 
that Gladstone will be in office again in a 
couple of m onths. M any cool-headed ob­ 
servers are of the same opinion. The pres­ 
ent Government, at any rate, is doomed. 
H artington will not consent to join Salis­ 
bury in the formation of a coalition Gov­ 
ernment, unless allowed to give several 
seats in the Cabinet to his most prom inent 
followers, replacing men who are too fond 
of office to give up their positions without 
a struggle. The demoralization of the party 
would thus be intensified, and the split 
caused by Churchill's desertion widened. 
It is a question w hether Salisbury would 
not lose more defections in his own party 
than if lie would agree to H artington’s 
terms. Salisbury will probably find him 
self obliged to proceed alone, patching np 
the existing Cabinet as best he can, and 
standing squarely on the Tory platform. 
The overthrow of such a Government is 
merely a question of weeks and choice of 
opportunities. 
A TORY CRISIS. 
N ew Y o rk , December 26th.—The Trib­ 
une's London special says : The attem pt 
to justify Churchill’s 
resignation by a 
reference to the m ilitary and naval esti­ 
mates is met by two answers. They were 
and are but sketch estimates, so the oppo­ 
sition was premature. Secondly, the entire 
Cabinet affirmed in principle the absolute 
necessity of increasing the m ilitary and 
naval forces in view of a probable conti­ 
nental war. 
Lord Salisbury’s first step in 
consequence of Lord Randolph's resigna­ 
tion has been to renew to Lord Hartington 
his previous offer of the Prem iership, and 
H artington is now on his way from Rome 
considering whether he will accept office 
under Salisbury, or favor a coalition Min­ 
istry, w ith Salisbury’s support. The first 
is now thought most probable, and the 
second is a proposal on which Hartington 
will consult his friends. It would be most 
unpalatable to the Tories, as a party, but 
the crisis is one which cannot be met by 
party tactics. 
The Tories adm it these 
premises, while declining to draw the in­ 
ference. 
AN IR IS H PA RLIAM EN T. 
The hand Chamberlain held out on 
Thursday evening was grasped on Friday 
m orning by the Daily News, and ntgotia- 
tions, it is believed, were at once started 
with much higher authority. Thesecret is 
that Randolph was Chamberlain's one point 
of contact with the Tory Ministry. 
It is 
possible for H artington to join a Tory or 
coalition Government, but it is not possible 
for Chamberlain to do so. A reunion, 
therefore, becomes practicable between the 
Gladstonians and.one section of the Lib­ 
eral Unionists. 
Chamberlain’s personal 
following in the House of Commons is 
small, hut im portant. 
In the breaking up 
of the Unionist party, if Hartington refuses 
to form or join a coalition Ministry, the 
hour has 3truck for an Irish Parliam ent. 
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A n Im mense T u n n e lin g Schem e.—Col­ 
onel Curtis, now in charge of the Iowa 
mine, has prepared a large map of the line 
of the proposed tunnel twelve miles in 
length, to be run in Nevada county by a 
syndicate of California capitalists for the 
urpose of draining the Providence, Ural, 
"yoming and the entire group of mines 
in Nevada City and Grass Valley. The 
tunnel will be started on a level with the 
shore of the South Yuba river, and will be 
driven along a contact lode ranging from 100 
to 400 feet wide to tap the mines at Nevada 
City, 1.200 feet below the surface in a verti­ 
cal line. The sum of $1,060,000 has already 
been 
subscribed toward the enterprise. 
Colonel Curtis estimates that the ore taken 
out in excavating will defray the cost of 
driving the tunnel. The owners of mines 
in Nevada City agree to pay a royalty of 
one-fifth of their bullion product to the 
projectors of the tunnel, to compensate 
them for draining their property. The 
water power of the Yuba river will be u til­ 
ized for driving air compressors. Burieigh 
drills and propelling cars in removing 
waste and ore extracted in driving. Air 
shafts, ten inches in diam eter will be bored 
at intervals along the line of the tunnel.— 
Virginia Chronicle.

The papers of Alameda and Berkeley 
oppose consolidation with Oakland and a 
division of the county. 
M any citizens of 
these places, however, are in favor of the 
project, and a conference of leading citi­ 
zens upon the m atter has been suggested. 
There came near being another m urder 
to record yesterday. A t an early hour in 
the m orning George Brown, a bartender for 
Mrs. Street, who keeps the Sacramento 
Hotel, at 409 Pacific street, was brought 
into the receiving hospital suffering from 
three knife wounds in the region of the 
heart. 
Two 
men 
named 
respectively 
Michael Kavanagh and R. P. McKay were 
arrested by officers Harris. Hnssey and spe­ 
cial I’revost as those who had inflicted the 
wounds. 
It is said that Brown refused 
them drinks, and undertook to eject them 
from the barroom, when a struggle ensued, 
with the result as stated. The weapon used 
was a pocket-knife with a blade two inches 
long. 
The striking carmen had made arrange­ 
m ents for a parade Saturday afternoon, 
which had been announced as a “ monster 
demonstration, to show the public that the 
men were still as united and confident as 
on the first day of the strike.” 
In response 
to the call some thirty or forty of the men 
assembled at the K. R. B. Hall, about 2 
o’clock, and a few others arrived during 
the next hour or two. A t 3 o’clock proba­ 
bly 160 men were in and about the hall, 
but not over half the num ber were striking 
carmen. A t an early hour in the afternoon 
it was apparent to the leaders that a suffi­ 
cient num ber could not be obtained to 
m aking the showing the men desired, so 
the project of a procession was therefore 
abandoned.

His features were 
strongly marked, positive and full of character. 
His bearing and facial expression was com­ 
manding, aud indicated unmistakably the traits 
that made him so popular awl successful as a 
commander. His personal magnetism was some­ 
thing phenomenal, aud men under his com­ 
mand became attached to him to a degree that 
amounted to love. “Black Jack" was a familiar 
appellation applied to him by the soldiers, who 
never tired in relating incidents of his gallantry 
and prowess. His death has given the entire 
country a shock, and put the nation into the 
depths of mourning.
